(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 
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7. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Simmers (5,841,431). 

Regarding Claim 1 , Simmers teaches a display module for a 
portable device ( Col.1, lines 47-55), comprising: a liquid crystal display (LCD) device 
(100 in fig.1) comprising first and second liquid crystal cells positioned along a first axis 
of the display (Fig.1 ; Col.2, line 24- col.3, line 30) ; first (1 10 in fig.1) and second 
display drivers (1 1 5 in fig.1 ) for respectively driving the first and second liquid crystal 
cells (Fig.1; Col.2, line 24- col.3, line 60); a connector for connecting LCD device 
circuitry to the portable device; and an intermediate element for interfacing the display 
drivers and the connector (Fig.1 ; Col.2, line 24- col.3, line 65; Fig.2; col.4, line 1- col.5, 
line 44). 

Regarding Claim 2, Simmers teaches a display module wherein the 
intermediate element is positioned substantially behind the LCD device (Figs. 1-6). 

Regarding Claim 3, Simmers teaches display module wherein the 
display drivers comprise a flexible driver support (Figs. 1-3; col.2, lines 25-67). 

Regarding Claim 4, Simmers teaches a display module wherein 
the flexible driver support flexes to contact the LCD and the intermediate element. (Figs. 
1-3; col.2, lines 25-67). 
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Regarding Claims 5-7, Simmers teaches a display module wherein 
the flexible driver display module support is a flexible printed circuit (FPC) foil; the 
intermediate element is flexible; the intermediate element is an FPC foil. (Fig.1 ; Col.2, 
line 24- col.3, line 65; Fig.2; col.4, line 1- col.5, line 44). 

Regarding Claim 8, Simmers teaches a display module wherein the 
intermediate element comprises LCD device power control circuitry (560. in fig. 5; see 
figs.5,6; Col.7, line 64- col.8, line 13). 

Regarding Claims 9-11, Simmers teaches a display module 
wherein the first and second display drivers are on opposed sides of the LCD; the 
display drivers are positioned along the first axis; the Intermediate element 
interconnects the first and second display drivers (Fig.1 ; Col.2, line 24- col.3, line 65; 
Flg.2; col.4, line 1- col.5, line 44; Figs.3-6). 

Regarding Claims 12-14; Simmers teaches a portable device 
comprising a display module ; a radio communications device comprising a display 
module; and radiotelephone comprising a display module (Figs.3-6; Col. 1, lines 12- 
55).
